TOWN OF 1,000 TO GIVE WHOLE CAR 


Money 
Contributed 
Here 
Will Be Turned Into Flour 
at Cost and Sent to Bel­ 
gium W ithout Charge 


Aroused to action by the dire need 
of thousands of Belgian 
children 
and women who are without food in 
a country whose fields are battle­ 
fields and graveyards, millers of the 
United States 
and 
Canada 
have 
started a movement to send a ship­ 
load of flour to stop the starvation 
in the war-devastated country. 
Safe Conduct Guaranteed 
The flour will be carried across 
the ocean in an American merchant 
vessel, under safe conduct guaran­ 
teed by Germany and England, to 
insure that the cargo will 
not 
bo 
seized as contraband. 
Present plans 
are that the ship will sail early in 
December. 
The 
movement 
was started 
by 
William C. Edgar, editor 
of 
The 
Bellman and the Northwestern Mill­ 
er, the milling trade journal. 
Mr. 
Edgar was stirred to activity by the 
stories of Belgian privation and ac­ 
tual starvation which have been pub­ 
lished in the press 
of 
the 
United 
States from 
eye-witnesses 
in the 
war zone. 
In a circular appeal sent out to 
the millers of the United States and 
Canada, the purpose of the move­ 
ment is set forth by Mr. Edgar as 
follow’s: 
“ It is unnecessary for us to 
dwell upon the fearful misfor­ 
tunes which have befallen the 
innocent 
non-combatants 
of 
Belgium, the women, children 
and old men who are now in 
utter 
destitution. 
Their 
sad 
story is told by the daily press 
dispatches and is 
more titan 
confirmed by direct private in­ 
formation from reliable sourc­ 
es. 
Millions of helpless and de­ 
serving people, through no fault 
of their own, are now literally 
facing starvation. 
Unless gen­ 
erous America conies to the res­ 
cue many of these will actually 
starve to death. 
Duty Regardless of Sympathy 
“Our views 
concerning the 
responsibility for this war may 
vary, we may 
have 
different 
opinions as to the merits of the 
causes of the 
contending na­ 
tions and our sympathies may 
he on opposite sides, hut on one 
thing all will absolutely agree; 
that is that 
it is the common 
duty of humanity to help these 
poor people. 
This work aids 
Germany as well as the allies. 
All are equally interested, what­ 
ever may be the outcom e of the 
war, in the preservation of the 
worthy non-combatants of Bel­ 
gium who have had nothing to 
do with either bringing about 
the war or prosecuting it, and 
yet, by reason of their unfortu­ 
nate location, are the chief suf­ 
ferers on account of it. 
“Absolutely bereft of homes, 
property or possessions, 
these, 
among the worthiest, most in­ 
dustrious and 
most 
peaceful 
people in Europe, stretch forth 
their despairing hands 
toward 
America, and ask for only food 
sufficient to sustain 
life until 
they can raise a crop upon their 
war-stricken fields.” 
Movement Kinds Response 
The movement launched two days 
ago, has found a direct road to the 
hearts of Americans. 
In less than 
five hours, in Minneapolis, the 
ap­ 
peal of a Belgian woman for flour 
to save her 
starving 
compatriots 
brought promises of seven thousand 
barrels. 
The St. Paul Roller Mills. 
at St. Paul, yesterday had booked 
orders for $15,000 worth of flour 
contributed by citizens. 
AU Minne­ 
apolis mills are receiving orders at 
a heavy rate, and from the milling 
towns all over the northwest word 
has come of immediate response to 
the appeal of starving Belgium. 
At 
Pelican Rapids, Minn., a little town 
of 1,000 population, 
the 
citizens 
have already made up a car of flour 
for the cargo.
